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1. Claims 117, 118, 122-125 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. The antecedence for "the aryl" is not 
clear since numerous aryls are recited. 

2. Claims 143 and 167 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. R7 and R8 are defined differently in different parts 
of the claims and the scope cannot be clearly determined. 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

4. Claims 110-113, 115-119, 122-142, 167-218 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) 
~as~bei ng "aTTticipaTed by MoFerfoFthe reasons of record. Applicants have submitted four 
new generic claims directed to the invention. The rejected claims still read on prior art 
examples cited such as exs, 18, 27 51 . 

The applied reference has a common anticipated with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome 
either by a showing under 37 CFR 1 .132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not the 
invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1.131.
